Joar¥ von Ulrich, tho ‘old hand' who was 
recently released from the Bongkong gaol 
on completing the very lenient sentence 
passed on him by the Chief Justics, Sir 
Fielding Olarke, on the express undor- 
standing that he was to reform, has got into 
trouble again at Shanghai. According to 
the China Goxtte, Mr J. Curlson of the 
Astor House wan getting ap a raffle of 
jevollery, ond Ulrich bought $29 worth 
of articles from him, giving the name of 


Moller, IMC, and promising to pay. 
Instead of paying he raised money on the 
goods, snd disappaared for a time. He 
was discovered, howavar, by Datactiva Sor- 
geant Prest, who ‘ prassad ' him to appear 
inQGourt. Before Mr Emons, tho American 
aasegzor in the Mixed Court, the prisoner 
got ‘mixed’ a4 to his nationality, first 
_ trying to claim American citizanship and 
then asking leavé to appeal to the German 
Consul. While on the American tack, 
Ulrich etruck a snag badly, for he claimed 
to have been born in Columbia County, 
State of Maino (the Guzette calla it ‘Ma- 
rine’) which happened to be the birthplace 
of Mr Emens, and the prisoner was very 
soon at s2s. Perhaps that is what the 
Gazette moant in saying ‘Marino,’ for, when 
Ulrich was questioned and tried to get his 
besrings as to the lie of the land, he was 
tomtinetly: “oil ++more le’ thai “Latid,” M1" 
Emons soomed to think. The police stated 
that there were half a dozon othor cases 
against him, including one of getting $10 
from Mr Hector Sampson. Among the 
prisoner's numerous aliases occurs the namo 
of Wolf, but there is no mention of a Lamb 
among his victims. He was remanded in 
custody, being unable to find bail. IF his 
coolness and readiness of resource oro any- 
thing t» go by, he ought to be a desirable 
man for the Chinese Army. . 


Revren’s calm immobility does not parti- 
oularly griave those home papers which 
have efficient correspondents of their own 
all over the world; but only a few Jaading 
Metropolitan papers can nffurd auch ex- 
pensive luxuries as a complete service in- 
dependent of the great monopolist, and 
the others, ho are completely in hia 
clutches, can only blame themselves or 
their modest circumstances for tho starva- 
tion diet which be sllowa them. The 
following is taken from a letter received by 
the French mail to-day :—' Su far as news 
of tho plague has gone, we hava been 
wretchedly supplied, aud from the example 
of the bubonic pest pou may gather a 
fair idea of the miserable fooblensss of 
Reuter’s serrice in tha East. Our ottice 
[a leading provincial newspaper} pays for 
Reuters ‘First Claes” of foreign and 
colonial telegrams, yet we firet learnt of 
the existence of plague 'n Hongkong not 
through Reuter at all, but through the 
British Medicol Journal, which had a priv- 
ate telegram from ono of the doctors, sent 
over the Eastern Extension Company's 
wires; and several subsequent telegrams, 
I must add, were made public simply 
throogh the courtesy of that company, in 
communicating tham to the Press Associa- 
tion, Our first telegram from Reuter, 
it I remember rightly, reached us a month: 
alter the oytbreak had been firat notified, 
and just after getting his frst word I got 
the Hongkong, newspapers which you sent 
about it. This shows plainly, to my mind, 
that Reuter. had waited till the mail came 
in fora Hongkong, and had then dished 
ap your papar's reports: into a bogus tele- 
_ gram which he: palmed off as his. own, 
Ever since thon T'hsve noticed that Router 
only hes anythiog about the plague about 
the time your paper. arrives by the mail, 
and. wo get a ‘' Router’s telegram ": trom 
London just s'few ‘liours before E got your 
‘Istters: aud “popors. by. train,.. Further, 
notice that soma of Reuter’s. navs about 
the Hongkong’ plague ia. dated from Bhang- 
bai. [hope the plagua is purely a Chinese 
 Mfair and docs not ‘endanger yourtelt’ etc. 
As a matter of fact, we believe Reuter 
never hed any telegrams at all about the
